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THIS SOUTH FOB SILVER. 


The southern senators and represent- 


atives, who are in Washington are not 
disposed to follow the line of policy 
marked out by the president on the 
silver question. Senator Pugh of Ala- 
bama, who, like his colleague Senator 
Morgan, is an able exponent of south- 
ern sentiment, says the administration 
is mistaken if it supposes that any con- 
siderable portion of the southern rep- 
resentation will vote for the repeal of 
the Sherman act unless some adequate 
legislation on silver is substituted. 
In°an interview with the correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Inquirer, the sena- 
toi- is reported as saying: 
" If the president persists hi forcing 


thij Issue it must inevitably result in 
rending the Democratic party in twain. 
If the south and the southwest, with 
the silver states, will stand together, 
they can defeat all schemes which draw 
their inspiration from Wall street and 
the money centers of the country. A 
restoration of the Bland bill, without 
giving any discretion to the secretary 
of the treasury to limit purchases of 
silver, but allowing the whole output 
of 4,000,000 of ounces per month to be 
coin 3d, would probably be acceptable 
to most of the silver advocates. 


"I have not found a single man from 


the south who will not vote for the res- 
toration of that bill. I do not believe 
that all the troubles which are now 
afflicting the country, aud which are 
most appareut in Wall street, can be 
ascribsd to the Sherman act." 


The senator maintains that all the 


flaancial trouble started in Wall street 
thi-ough the manipulations of money 
le iders to force the government to 
i sue bonds. When they found that 
bouds would not be issued they deter- 
mined to produce a stringency in the 
money market and force the banks to 
call in their loans which had been made 
on nypothicated stocks. 
This caused 


a crash which has been the financial 
rain of a large number of people who 
wjre foolish enough to pin their faith 
on unscrupulous stock gamblers and 
money lenders. 
He does not believe 


th.vt the disasters in the money mar- 
kets will lead to increase a disposition 
to rapeal the Sherman act, in fact he 
says that act had nothing, to do with 
the troubles, but was only made a pre- 
text by those who are endeavoring to 
Btop the purchase of silver.

The decision of the supreme court on 


the Chinese exclusion act is received 
with great favor ou the Pacific coast, 
especially in San Francisco. 
The pa- 


p -rs approve it aud the people gener- 
ally commend it as it will eventually 
re-suit in ridding the country of Chi- 
nise and getting a better class of peo- 
ple to take their places. The Six Com- 
panies, who advised the Chinese not to 
resist3i; are nou-plussed and are at a 
IJSB what to do or what advice to give 
those whom they misled. 


Aw there has not beeo. money enough 


appropriated to carry out the provi- 
sio is of the act^y deporting the Cbi- 
nerfe, it is not probable that those who 
refused to register will be sent out of 
the country, aud that opportunity will 
bd given them to prove that they were 
in the country on May 5th but did not 
h.ive opportunity to comply with the 
law. 


It is believed that China will retaliate 


and deport nil citizens of tne United 
States in the celestial empire, and 
somo predict that it may result in war 
between the two countries. That, how- 
ever, is improbable as the Chinese are 
shroyvd enough to understand that they 
would come out second best in the con- 
test. They have no vessels that could 
pray upon our commerce, and they 
would not be foolish enough to attempt 
to land au army of invasion on the Pa- 
ciflc coast. 
This country, too, gives 


them a market for their tea and the 
United States is oaly adopting the pol- 
icy of excluding foreigners which 
China adhered +o fir efvi 


SOME of the newspapers are calling 


attention to the fact that the Bering 
sea question does not very much con- 
cern American interests or the large 
majority of the people. Every seal- 
skin whether taken by American or 
English sealers, is sent to London 
where it is dressed and afterward sold 
to those rich enough to buy it. The 
seal company which has a monopoly of 
fie fur business, contributes nothing 
to the industrial interests of the United 
States. Its sealskins are sent direct to 
England in English ships and are 
dressed and prepared for wear by Eng- 
lish workmen, and much of the talk 
about protecting American industrial 
interests in Bering sea is mere bun- 
combe. 


COLO>TBL H. E, LINDSEY has applied 


for a charter for a national bank to be 
established on a barge, which he pur- 
poses moving around on the lakes of 
northern Idaho to the mining towns, 
several of which need banking faciJi- 
ities though none of them can support 
a bank. 


THE report that Austria had protested 


against the appointment of Max Judd 
to be consnl-areneral at Vienna, is con- 
tradicted at Vienna. No protest has 
been made, and there is no intimation 
that any will be made.

Herald has been vested in a stock com- 
pany and the name of James Goidon 
Bennett no longer appears as its-pro- 
prietor.

THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


The Matter Discussed at a Cabinet Meet- 


ing—Fears That the Uawr Cannot Be 
Enforced, 
WASHINGTON, May 16.—The Chinese 


question occupied the entire attention 
of the cabinet at a meeting to-day. Be- 
fore the cabinet meeting Chief Justice 
Fuller, who dissented from the deci- 
sion of the supreme court, called at the 
white house and had a brief talk with 
the president. Subsequently the chief 
justice had an interview with Secretary 
Gresham. It is understood that the 
conclusion reached by the cabinet was 
that the law could not be enforced for 
tue reason that there was no money 
available for the purpose. 
The act 


only carries an appropriation of $100,- 
000. 
Secretary Carlisle showed that 


not more than $16,000 of that sum re- 
mained. It is estimated that it would 
cost to deport all the Chinese in the 
country who have not complied with 
t le law, more than $6,000,000. 
This 


st itement exhibited what one member 
o' the cabinet called the utter iuabil- 


j ity of the government to give any ef- 
j f j c t to the law without the further ac- 
| tion of congress. 
Under the circum- 


| sta ices it is understood nothing could 
be done and it is said there is little if 
any probability of the federal govern- 
ment making any immediate effort to 
put t ae law into effect. 


One prominent member of the cabi- 


net, who is regarded as a man of great 
strength and force of character, made 
the broad assertion after the session 
was over, that the law was nothing 
short of a political scheme enacted 
for political effect. 
(He said, in fact, 


something about demagogy) and inti- 
mated that there had been a general 
hope among his associates that the 
court would hold it to be unconstitu- 
tional. 


It is assumed that in an ordinary 


course, the supreme court, as soon as a 
majority of the members of the court 
have determined upon its exact phrase- 
ology, it will be transmitted to the 
Chinese minister, to be by him for- 
warded to his government. 
This will 


necessarily involve considerable delay 
and congress will probably be again in 
session before a reply can bo made to 
the communication. 


It is evident the administration was 


sarprised by the decision and the situ- 
tion is very perplexing. With the con- 
stitutioaality of the law settled it is 
e nbarrassing not to be able to enforce 
it. But in the absence of money for 
the expense of deporting; if the Chi- 
nese would simply accept the situation 
and comply with the law, it would sirn- 
plyfy mattej-s, but the impression is 
that most of them will not do this, but 
will resist as long as possible. 
As to 


tbeexpen.se of enforcing the law.it is 
not by any means sure that if congress 
was in session the money would be 
appropriated. 


The effects of the Chinese decision 


are far-reaching, and involve, accord- 
ing to the view of many diplomats and 
naval officers, the severance of our dip- 
lomatic and commercial relations with 
the Chinese empire They are firm in 
the belief that they will retaliate 
against the United States in the event 
of the unregistered 
Chinese being 


driven indiscriminately from the coun- 
try. 


This is the extreme view of the situa- 


tion, but that it is not regarded alto- 
gether as an improbability is evinced 
by the fact that naval officials are con- 
si leri ag the question in -connection 
with the reorganization of the American 
squa Iron in Chinese waters. It is now 
thought it may be necessary for a large 
fleet in Chinese waters. 


At the state department rumors of 


Chinese retaliation 
are not given 


cradence to. Not even an intimation 
bearing on the report that the Chinese 
government intends to deport the 
American missionaries and all other 
citizens of this country has come to 
the ears of department officials. 


The final solution of the problem 


would seem to devolve on congress and 
until that body assembles it does not 
appear the law can be enforced. 


Secretary Carlisle received many 


telegrams to-day asking for a suspen- 
sion of operations of the law for at 
least six mouths. Among the telegrams 
was one from the attorneys of the 
Chinese Six Companies who also ask 
for a suspension of the law. 
The 


treasury officials acquainted with the 
record of the Six Companies during 
the past three or four years regard this 
request coming from them as rather 
surprising and in cool assurance. 
The officials assert that of the 11,000 
Chinese now in the United States prob- 
ably a third came into the country 
illegally; that the Six Companies per- 
sistently encouraged a violation of the 
law by furnishing transportation from 
China to this country to Chinamen, 
supplying them with fraudulent certifi- 
cates on their arrival and taking collat- 
fh^-n*^ !£e? when th®y landed in 
the Umted States for moneys advanced 
for passage. In fact the Six Compa. 
"*- it ia asserted, huvo practtoaUy 
nies, 


mortgages upon the labor of thousands 
of Chinese for years 'to come and if 
they be now deported in accordance 
with the decision of the supreme court 
the Six Companies will lose hundreds 
of thousands of dollars advanced by 
them to Chinese immigrants. 


Secretary Gresham was seen this 


morning but declined to discuss the 
matter, stating that there was nothing 
new and nothing to talk about. No 
action concerning the exclusion law, 
from a diplomatic stand point, has yet 
been taken by the state department. 


Mackny's Physicians Compromise.

SAN PBANOISOO, May 16.—The Chron- 


iclt says a compromise has been effected 
over the disputed physicians* bill pre- 
ferred by Dr. Keeney and Dr. Morse 
against John W. Mackay for extracting 
the Bippey bullet and attending him 
during his resultant illness. Keeney's 
charge was $7,500, and Morse's $5,000. 
The former agrees to accept $5,000 and 
the latter $3,000. Keeney made forty-five 
visits, Morse twenty-six. It is said the 
settlement was reached through the 
offices of Richard Dey, private secretary 
to Mr. Mackay. The millionaire at first 
declared in most emphatic terms that 
he would not pay the bill nor anything 
like it, and the physicians were equally 
firm in determination to secure full 
charge or nothing. Thus matters stood 
when Mr. Mackay left for the east. 
Since then Mr. Dey's diplomacy has 
been brought to bear and all parties 
have accepted the terms of settlement 
and the dispute is happily ended.

Essential Requisites — The Climate 
and Soil Best Adapted to the Busi- 
ness. 


WINNEMTTCCA, Nev., May 11,1893. 


Ed. Silver State.—During the last 


three years I have visited some of the 
localities where the sugar beet is culti- 
vated and manufactured into sugar and 
h,ave made inquiry concerning the 
profits of the crop, its culture, the 
necessary requisites and profitable pro- 
duction, with a view of ascertaining 
whether that industry can be profitably 
introduced here. 


At Watsonville and in Utah lands 


which before the cultivation of sugar 
beets were dull sale at $75 per acre now 
readjjy sell at from $250 to $500 per 
acre, and in Europe sugar beet land 
brings from $400 to $1,000 per acre. 
Sugar beet land is not plentificul; it is 
a scarce article. The market cannot bt 
overstocked. The great importance of 
information on the subject is import- 
ant. 


Some experiments have been made at 


points on river bottom land from near 
the eastern boundary to the southwest- 
ern corner of our county, at Lovelock, 
embracing about 145 miles of the great 
valley traversed by the Humboldt river 
through its more immediate valley and 
by the C. P. railroad on the slightly 
higher land on the south side of the 
river and at a distance of from one-hall 
to two miles. Thus the great valley 
with its almost limitless extent of rich, 
alluvial soil, is placed in direct railroad 
communication with that vast tract of 
land at Lovelock, about fifteen miles in 
length by ten miles in width, the 
deep, rich, loamy, productive soil of 
which is destined to make Lovelock the 
garden of the Pacific coast. 


Cheap transportation from the field 


to the factory is one of, the most et- 
sential requisites to beet sugar culture. 
A sugar beet factory at Lovelock would 
accommodate not only the 150 square 
miles at that point, but by means of the 
railroad would be accessable to the 
valley for that entire 145 miles. Beets 
harvested in the forenoon on the river 
bottom lands at Nelson's ranch, North's, 
Sibbold's, Dutertre's, Bliss', the Sloan 
ranch, Stauffer & Sweetser's (all east of 
Winnemucca), and at the Sunderland 
ranch, J. F. Clark's, Meacham's, J. G. 
Taylor's at Rye Patch, and the entire 
twenty-five miles from Humboldt House 
to Lovelock (west of Winnemucca), 
could be delivered at the factory at 
Lovelock, the money received for them 
the same day, at less expense than in 
many localities where they are hauled 
from six to ten miles on teams. 


Tho&e experiments, though not so 


definite or expensive as could be de- 
sired, may be of interest and use to 
your readers. 


In the spring of 1888 I threw a few 


sugar beet seed on tbe ground in the 
bed of the old slough on the south side 
of the river in the Todhunter field near 
Winnemucca, and tramped on them 
enough to press them into the soft, 
moist soil. Afterward the water raised 
high enough to overflow the place for a 
short time and most of the seed was 
washed away. 
But in the following 


August I found twenty-two fine, crisp 
and brittle sugar beets growing there, 
which weighed from iy, to 2)^ pounds 
each. Eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine was the dry year and I made no 
experiment. In 1890 I planted three 
rows about one rod long of sugar beet 
seed in a garden in Winnemucca and 
they grew luxuriantly and ripened and 
matured into crisp, brittle roots, which 
were very sweet to the taste and were 
apparently highly charged with saccha- 
rine matter. In 1891-2 I procured about 
fifteen pounds of seed from the West- 
ern Beet Sugar company at Watson-

Charley Harvey who is mining in 


Cedar district, twenty miles west of 
Humbolt House, tells the Silver State 
that Cedar is one of the best mining 
districts in the state, though very little 
is said about it. He and his partner, 
Jack Poole, are shipping ores which 
net them from $125 to $150 per ton. The 
ores carry as high as 60 per cent lead, 
and that pays the cost of transporta- 
tion and reduction, which is nearly $50 
per ton. L. A. Blakeslee owns a mine 
in the district from which he is now 
«bipping twenty tons of ore. 


House, at J. G. Taylor's river bottom 
ranch near Rye Patch, at County Com- 
missioner Anker's and at quite a num- 
ber of other farms at Lovelock. In 
every single instance the seed germin- 
ated, grew and matured and ripened 
into brittle, .crisp and exceedingly 
sweet sugar beets, weighing from 1J^ to 
12 pounds. The largest beets of those 
which I saw grew at Lovelock; the next 
in size at Lyng's and Taylor's places; 
bat, from credible information, I am 
of the opinion that those at Mr. Duter- 
tre's farm were as large as any. Tests 
made from these beets showed a quite 
uniform result, the lowest being 14 per 
cent, the highest 15J4 per cent of sac- 
charine 
matter—i>ucra, the scientific 


men call it. Data for the yield per 
acre could not be obtained in each 
instance, but from several carefully 
made measurements and estimates, the 
average yield was 27>g tons to the acre. 
I am confident the average yield of the 
sugar beet land in the valley of the 
Humboldt, at Paradise valley and 
Lovelock will not fall short of 20 or 
25 tons per acre. These experiments 
clearly indicate that the percentage of 
the Humbold county sugar beets is 
much higher, and the yield per acre 
greater by from one-fourth to one- 
third, than those at Watsonville, Cal., 
in Utah, Colorado and Nebraska. 


In addition to cheap transportation 


from field to factory, sugar beet men 
inform us, there are three other essen- 
tials. That these four essentials given, 
success is assured. These are: 


1st. Cheap transportation. 
2d. Cheap labor. 
3d. Climate. 
4th. Soil. 
Cheap transportation. In this respect 


we are more highly favored than in any 
other locality. We have at our very 
doors a railroad already built, which, 


for a distance of 145 miles, parallels the 
Humboldt river bottom valley, with 
abundants of depots and shipping 
points already prepared. It is a through 
line; has an immense traffic, and can 
haul our local produce much cheaper 
than those railroads which have to de- 
pend upon local traffic alone. The S 
P. R. R. Co. own thousands of acres of 
these lands and are directly inter- 
ested in offering every reasonable en- 
couragement to the development of an 
industry which will make them the 
most valuable of lands. 


Cheap labor. By this the beet sugar 


people mean the wages of school child- 
ren during the three to five weeks of 
"throwing out," and the wages of 
laborers during the cultivating season 
(from four to five months) at from 
$1 50 to $2 00 per day—these being the 
prices at Watsonville. We have in 
our midst hundreds of Pinte families, 
the best workers for short periods of 
time, in the world, who assist in culti- 
vating and harvesting our potato crop 
at a lower rate of wages than the schpol 
children receive at Watsonville. Be- 
sides, we have a large contingent of 
school children of our own, who would 
gladly embrace the opportunity of a 
seasonable vacation to earn money. 
Oar own ranch and farm laborers do 
not receive more than $1 50 to $2 00 
per day, and we have an abundant sup- 
ply- 


Climate. It must be in a climate 


where there are no heavy rains after 
March. A very few light 'showers in 
April, or even in the early part of May, 
will not hurt. But there must be no 
rain in July, August and September, 
especially the latter two months musr 
be hot and dry with uninterrupted hot 
sunshine. This is the climate where 
the sugar 
beet thrives and most 


efficiently gathers its precious sweets 
from the &oil. During 60 or 80 days in 
July, August and September all of its 
energies are devoted to this profitable 
task, and rains at that time start a 
second growth and withdraw its ener- 
gies from the remunerative task of 
gathering sugar. Against^ such a dis- 
aster our absolutely rainless summer 
and fall offer a sure guarantee to be 
had in no other locality. At the very 
season when we lack water for irriga- 
tion, the cultivation of the saga? beet 
to its highest perfection, not only dis- 
penses with, but forbad the use of water 
at all. It seems to be the long sought 
for missing agricultural link e&pecially 
intended for o*r climate. 


Soil. Deep, loamy, rich, alluvial soil 


give the best results, such as the over- 
flow land in the Pajaro valley at Wat- 
sonville, but more especially the in- 
finitely better lands at 
_ Lovelock, in 


Paradise valley and in our great valley, 
which for countless centuries have 
been worked and moved, torn down 
disintegrated, enriched and rebuilt by 
the tireless action of the fertilizing 
waters of the 
sinuous Humboldt. 


While these river bottom lands give 
the best results, yet at Pajaro thou- 
sands of acres of hill land, with its com- 
paratively shallow, poverty-stricken 
soils, are al&o profitably cultivated to 
sugar beets.

I 
will however add my prediction that 
the Very day it is definitely and cer- 
tainly known that we possess such sig- 
nally superior advantages for the pro- 
duction of sugar beets, in such vast 
quantities and containing such a su- 
perior percentage of sugar, that very 
day land which is now considered high 
at from $15 to $30 per acre, will be 
ready sale at from $250 to $500 per 
acre. The sure and effectual way to 
make this fact known is for each 
rancher and farmer to at once plant 
and during the season cultivate and 
then harvest and carefully weighl the 
crop, an acre, a half-acre or even a 
quarter of an acre of genuine German 
sugar beet seed, then have tests made 
at Watsonville, or at Berkeley, or by 
other competent chemists, and after 
that publish the results in the Silver 
State and New Era. »I will be pleased 
to give all the information I can on 
this subject in reply to questions asked 
by any one through the Silver State and 
New Era.—Ann Ville in Siher Stale.

Mr. Stone is a modest 


man. 
fie loolc.s like a granger, but an} 


one who tries lo Hell him a gold brieli 
will surely get worsted in the transac- 
tion. 
Believing that a disquisition on 


wire tapping would be incomplete with- 
out a few words on the subject 
from 


thi.s patriarch of the profession, a repre- 
sentative from Tho Herald asked the elec- 
trician whether he thought wire tapping 
could be accomplished. 


Mr. ytone could not vouch for it from 


personal experience, but from an elec- 
trical point of view be was decidedly ol 
the opinion that he could. 
Ho thought, 


however, that it would require, in this 
city at least, a knowledge of electricity 
which not one in a hundred possesses. 
"In the past throe years." observed Mr. 
Stone. "1 suppose that upward of 100 dif- 
ferent parties, each representing a coterie 
of amateur sports, operators and others, i 
have a;-;>ruac.hed me for information on ( 
this subject. And it has invariably been 
in regard to horso racing that they want- 
ed enlightenment. Were 1 to mention the 
names of some of these visitors the rac- 
ing department of a telegraph company 
would be horrified. 
Operators as a rule 


do not get princely salaries, nothing near 
what they Hhould be paid, so tl.at when 
a proposition is made to them whereby 
they may clean up a big stake in a day 
they naturally have an itching to give it 
a trial. 
Dnt to all these young follows 


who have beeu inclined to test their luck 
in this way 1 have seriously advised 
against making the attempt. 


"A large proportion of those who do t 


attempt to tap wires make miserable i 
failures. 
And it is because of their ' 


gross ignorance. 
1 will venture the as- 


sertion that CO ppr cent of the operators 
m all large offices cannot set up and 
work a common set of telegraphic ap- 
paratus, taking the wires from thoticao 
they come in'.o the office until they tako 
the buttery or go out again. 
Yet with 


a great part of this class the idea of 
wire tapping emanates. They think they 
know nil about it, and when some of 
them come to nee me and unfold their 
schemes 1 have to smile at their sim- 
plicity. 
They do not recognize the dif- 


ference between an instrument of fcmr 
ohms and one of 100 ohms, and upon the 
Hubject of galvanometers and Whcat- 
Htoue bridges they tire completely lost."

Tho Biggest Panoriu«a In Uie World. 
Within a few duya there will arrive in 


New York for nhipnient to Chicago a 
painting valued at §300,000 and of such 
huge dimensions that two freight cars 
will be required to bring it to this city. 
The painting- is a panorama of the Ber- 
nese Alps of Switzerland. 
It will bo 


placed on exhibition at tho World's fair 
in a specially constructed building, hav- 
ing tho distinction of being the largest 
panorama ever painted. 


When it reaches New York, special 


rigging will have to bo employed to take 
it from the vessel. The roll of canvas 
being CO feet long, two freight cars pro- 
vided with a device for turning short 
curves will be nsed for its transporta- 
tion. 
Much of the material to be used 


in the construction of tho panorama 
building is included in tho shipment, and 
no time will be lost in putting it to- 
gether when it reaches Jackson park— 
tho aim being to have tke panorama, On 
exhibition March t.
